Almo(t the‘ 
whole of the foldiers were quite drunk, and*being join- 

ed by a number of women, and of the Jower clafs of 
people, who encouraged them to riot, very ferious con- 

fequences began to be apprehended. Two gentlemen’s 

carriages were broken in the market-place, and fome of 

the foldiers.got into an old lady’s carriage that was ac- 

cidentally pailing,’ and infifted upon her carrying ‘them 

to Devizes. The volunteers very promptly affembled, 

and, to their great credit, prefented one of the ftrongett, 
mutters they ever had. . They were furnifhed with ball- 

cartridges, and they marched to the fcene of riot-in a 

very firm and fheady manner. They remained under 

arms till about feven, when the foldiers were fent of 
without any difagreeable circumflance having occurred. 

Five hundred more are expected to pafs through here

The reports we. daily receive here of the proceedings 
of the partifans of the Stadtholder in different towns of 
our Republic, confirm us more and more in the opinion, 
that a coynter-revolution is ready to begin. The Go- 
vernment has hitherta concealed, as much as. poflible, 
its difguietude on this fubject ; but things are now come 
to that height, that it has thought proper to make knowa 
to the people, by a proclamation, the dangers that 
threaten the country.

JULY 30. 

Gen. Brune has officially notified his appointment as 
Commander in Chief over all the troops in our Repub- 
lic. ne 

Our Direétory has propofed to the Legiflative Aflem- 
blies, that the: French General, Brune, fhould alfo be 
intrutted, provifionally, with the chief command of the 
Batavian army. This being confirnied, the Dire@ory 
aétually conferred on him the chief command, for the 
teafons, that the Britifh Government, in fevera] parts of 
the Channel, are preparing a fecret expedition, it was 
requifite inftantly ta eftablith a perfeét union of defence, 
which falutary meafure ought not to be delayed until 
the negociations of the two Governments fhould 'be de- 
cided on this point.. That the French and Batavian di- 
vifions {hould not be confounded, and that the General’ 
thould refpeét the requifition of all the conttituted au- 
thorities, &¢. On this occafion the French General 
iffued the following proclamation to both armies :— 

* COMRADES, 

“. Jealous of its liberty and independence, the Batavian Re- 
publ c vow assumes an attitude to despise menaces, and to repel 
aggressions. Jt has called ‘on all its citizens for the defence of 
their homes, their eagerness and ardour proclaim the same 
people, whose courage, pride, and perseverance astonished the 
world two centuries past. 

“ By an acknowiedgment of esteem, proceeding from the 
alliance of two nations, this Republic has conferred on me the 
chief command.of itsarmy. ‘hus, still more closely united, 
the Batavians and French will push forth their tried weapons, 
to form an insurmountable-barricr against the hordes hired by 
a monopolizing Government, who drag in their suite chains, 
confiscations, pillage, and ruin. No! never shall barbarians 
ravage illustrious Batavia, one of the most marvellous creations 
of liberty. Its frontiers are sacred barriers,-before which death 
only can be found. , 

“ Long live the Republics of France and Batavia! ‘The 
union of a free people is the pledge of triumphs.” ” 


BRUSSELS—JULY 28. 


General Tilly is arrived here, and makes the beft 
preparations againft the infurgents, who make again 
their appearance at the diftance of a league from hence.

- JULY 29. 

An attack being’ expected every moment on our 
coalts, and every thing feeming to indicate that it will 
be ferious, the-following defenlive meafures have been 
adopted. . . 

‘The major part of the troops will be eoncentrated 
between Bruges, Oltend, and Blankenberg; 5000 
men will be encamped near the village, and before the 
great fluice of Slyckens. From Nieuport to Oftend 
the Downs are covered with ftrong pofts of infantry + 
the cavalry is cantoned in the villages farther back. On 
the other fide, the ifle of Cadfant, Sluys, Hulft, Ax- 
el, and Sas de Ghent, have been fupplied with as ma- 
ny troops as poflible at this moment, when there ‘are 
very few in this country. At Dunkirk and Gravelines 
the fame preparations are making with the utmolt aéti- 
vity; a flotilla is alfo fitting out, confilting of frigates, 
corvettes, and gun-boats, which are to be ftationed in 
the Downs as foon as they are ready. 

They write from Luxemburg, that in one month a- 
bout 10,000 conferipts have been armed and equipped 
there, and fent to the right border of the Rhine, to the 
army which is forming between Mentz and Dufleldorff, 
under the command of General Muler. Great oum- 
bers of confcripts are alfo at Treves. 

Luxemburg, Juliers, Venloo, and Meflricht, have 
been fupplied with provifions gand ammunition df all 
kinds, and their fortifications have been augmented as 
if thofe fortrefles were on the point of being befieged.
